The father started out of 
the house, saying as he wont that he would 
have Joe arrested He was qui kly followed 
by his son, and had gone but a short distance 
when he was overtaken.

Trenton, N. J., Sept. 34 —The apple cro 
in this State this year promi.- s to be unpre- 
jedentedly large, for the trees in all the 
orchards in Morris, Sussex, Warren aw! 
Hunterdon Counties are loaded down with 
excellent fruit. A similar report comes from 
Monmouth aud other counties in this State, 
and it ii stated that although the fanners 
wi >uld r ither have a smaller crop, so as to 
get bet »r prices for their apples, the great 
yield at apples will give good return from 

awl distilleries^ The internal revenue 
law relating to fruit and other 
ipirits went into force in 1801, aud its effect 
ha/i been to break up all the individual stills. 
The farmers now send their apples to the dis- 
t'ller, who is generally a farmer, aud who 
lives in tbe center of an apple growing dis- 
trict As the distilling season lasts only 
about four months, and as the apple crop is 
good only every second year and sometimes 
falls altogether, the distiller must have some 
other business to make both ends meet. The 
farmers either sell their apples for cash, take 
pay in cider or apple-jack, or else, as is genj 
erally the case, take so much cash and so 
much ciiler and apple-jack.

Mr. savage Wipes the Earth Willi the

There were about eight hundred per- 
sons of both political parties at the court 
house last night to hear the discussion 
between the Democratic and Republics, 
district electors, Messrs. Savage and Mc- 
Cartney. The latter opened the debate 
and spoke about three-quarters of an 
hour.

It is miraculous that no other person 
was injured, as the street was densely 
crowded at the time.

The Coroner held an inquest on the body of 
Lewis, a:;d the jury rendered a verdict that 
Lewis came to his death by being shot by 
Gordon.
